Washington, Feb. 13 (AP)—The Navy's surprise raids 


on Japanese bases in the Marshall and Gilbert islands proved 
today to have inflicted even heavier punishment on the enemy 
than first reports hinted. 


The batteries and bombers of Pacific fleet units got these 


results January 31 in a lightning offensive sweep: 


They sunk five Japanese warships—one a 17,000- 


ton converted aircraft carrier. 


They sent eleven Japanese auxiliary vessels to 


the bottom. 


They destroyed at least 41 enemy warplanes, 


either in aerial dogfights or on the ground. 


And they plastered destruction all over the im- 


portant Naval and Air bases which the Japanese had 
prepared to threaten the flank of the U. S. supply 
route to Australia and.the southwest Pacific. 
The news that five warships had been bagged was a grati- 


fying surprise to the capital, for the initial reports the day 
after the raid indicated that the only victims of the U. S. 
fleet task force had been Japanese auxiliary vessels.

Igorotes Ride On 
Sides Of Tanks 
To Aid M'Arthur

With General MacArthur on Ba- 


taan Peninsula, Feb. 12 (Delayed)— 
(AP)—Tough, wiry Igorotes, their 
keen-edged bolos slung over their 
backs, rode the tops and sides of 
American tanks today helping Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's Filipino troops, 
launch a successful counter-attack 
in the hilly terrain on the western 
flank of the Bataan front. 


Despite the heroic resistance of 


the Igorotes, a Japanese push in 
overwhelming numbers had driven 
a short wedge into the MacArthur 
lines. The Igorotes, natives of the 
mountain provinces of Luzon, re- 
fused to give an inch. They fought 
until they were overwhelmed in 
their foxholes and trenches. 


Pushing on over the bodies of the 


Igorotes, the Japanese drove a short 
distance farther before they were 
halted by reinforced Filipino units. 


Then counter-attacks were ordered 


to straighten the line and, despite 
the roughness of the country, tanks 
were sent to lead the infantry.

SKIING SOVIET

WHITE RUSSIA

Moscow, Feb. 13 (AP)—The Red

RADIO FIRMS 


TO MAKE ARMS 


Washington, Feb. 13 (AP)—The 


war production board announced 
today it had ordered the $200,000,000 
radio manufacturing industry to 
convert its entire facilities to arms 
production -within the next four 
months. 


If the conversion is not accom- 


plished within that period, the board 
declared in a virtual ultimatum, the 
government wfll take over uncon- 
verted plants, break up their organ- 
ization, and shift their equipment 
and labor "to other parts of the 
economy where they could be mo- 
bilized for war production." 


The ultimatum was laid down, it 


was learned, at a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of 55 radio set manu- 
facturers by R. R. Guthrie. assistant 
chief of the WPB bureau of industry 
branches.

Washington, Feb. 13 (AP)—The Navy's surprise raids 


on Japanese bases in the Marshall and Gilbert islands proved 
today to have inflicted even heavier punishment on the enemy 
than first reports hinted. 


The batteries and bombers of Pacific fleet units got these 


results January 31 in a lightning offensive sweep: 


They sunk five Japanese warships—one a 17,000- 


ton converted aircraft carrier. 


They sent eleven Japanese auxiliary vessels to 


the bottom. 


They destroyed at least 41 enemy warplanes, 


either in aerial dogfights or on the ground. 


And they plastered destruction all over the im- 


portant Naval and Air bases which the Japanese had 
prepared to threaten the flank of the U. S. supply 
route to Australia and.the southwest Pacific. 
The news that five warships had been bagged was a grati- 


fying surprise to the capital, for the initial reports the day 
after the raid indicated that the only victims of the U. S.

Washington, Feb. 13 (AP)—The 


war production board announced 
today it had ordered the $200.000,000 
radio manufacturing industry to 
convert its entire facilities to arms 
production within the next four 
months. 


If the conversion is not accom- 


plished within that period, the board 
declared In a virtual ultimatum, the 
government will take over uncon- 
verted plants, break up their organ- 
ization, and shift their equipment 
and labor "to other parts of the 
economy where they could be mo- 
bilized for war production."

Tpday's Talk 


By Qearge Matthetv Adams 


TALENT 


I wish here to reproduce a. brief 


essay on Talent that Guy de Mau- 
passant attributes to his "master" 
GKistave Flaubert. Here it is: 


•Talent is patience. 
Vfhen one 


has something to express, he must 
look at it so long nnd with such 
close attention that he discovers in 
it some aspect that has not been 
seen and expressed by anyone else. 
In everything there Is something 
of the unexplored, because we are 
accustomed to ase our eyes only in 
connection with our memory of 
what has been thought beiore us 
on the subject we contemplate. The 
least object contains a little of the 
unknown. Let us find it. In order 
to describe a fire that flames and 
a tree on the plain, let us stay in 
the presence of that fire "and that 
tree until they have ceased to re- 
semble, for us, any other tree or 
any other fire. It is in this manner 
that one becomes original." 


Again Flaubert admonished the 


young writer de Maupassant, in the 
words of Buffon, that talent "is only 
long patience. Work on I" 


I would call this masterly advice 


for each one of us, whether we wish 
to become a writer, or to aspire to 
any other achievement. Those whom 
we look upon as "brilliant" and 
highly talented, were not thus looked 
upon in their early careers. 


The diamond is indeed a very 


crude and uninviting object as Sound 
in its rough state—but with patient 
and long cutting, and polishing, it 
becomes a thing of beauty—and to 
women, in the words of Keats, "a 
joy forever!" 


Talent is like anything else. It 


has to be developed, fed, with work, 
work, and more work. Then the 
artist appears---and people wonder 
how he, or she, ever came about. 
Flaubert could tell any one were 
he alive today, but his living words 
wfll suffice. 


Talent is sweat, and work—and 


tears! Just ask the one wnom you 
think owns it.

Today’s Talk 


By Qeorge Matthew A clarre 


TALENT 
I wish here to reproduce a brief 
essay on Talent that Guy de Mau­ 
passant attributes to his “master” 
Gustave Flaubert.. Here it is: 
“Talent Is patience. 
When one 
has something to express, he must 
look at it so long and with such 
close attention that he discovers in 
it some aspect that has not been 
seen and expressed by anyone else. 
In everything there is something 
of the unexplored, because we are 
accustomed to use our eyes only in 
connection with our memory of 
what has been thought before us 
on the subject we contemplate. The 
least object contains a little of the 
unknown. Let us find it. In order 
to describe a fire that flames and 
a tree on the plain, let us stay in 
the presence of that fire and that 
tree until they have ceased to re­ 
semble, for us, any other tree or 
any other fire. It Is in this manner 
that one becomes original.” 
Again Flaubert admonished the 
young writer de Maupassant, in the 
words of Buffon. that talent “is only 
long patience. Work on!” 
I would call this masterly advice 
for each one of us, whether we wish 
to become a writer, or to aspire to 
any other achievement. Those whom 
we look upon as "brilliant” and 
highly talented, were not thus looked 
upon in their early careers. 
Tile diamond is indeed a very 
crude and uninviting object as found 
in its rough state—but with patient 
and long cut,ting, and polishing, It 
becomes a thing of beauty—and to 
women, in the words of Keats, “a 
joy forever!” 
Talent Is like anything else. 
It 
has to be developed, fed, with work. 
work. and more work. 
Then the 
artist appears—and people wonder 
how he, or she, ever came about. 
Flaubert could tell any one were 
he alive today, but his living words 
will suffice. 
Talent Is sweat, and work—and 
tears! 
Just ask the one whom you 
think owns it. 
Tomorrow Mr. Adams will talk on 
the subject: “Animate It!"

While leaders of both parties con- 
curred they had enough votes to 
pass a plan agreed upon in advance, 
legislators from affected areas aie 
expected to oppose the compromise 
and therefore to take time to put 
their stand on record. 


The agreement calls for dropping 


a normally Republican district in 
the northern tier and a usually 
Democratic district in Allegheny 
county, with one congressman to 
be elected at large. 


An out-and-out fight over Gover- 


nor James' plan to postpone the 
effective date of a new parole act, 
revamping tht state's entire parole 
set-up, beyond June 1, was promised 
by the act's sponsor, Rep. Samuel 
M Rosenfeld (D-Phila). 


Claims Change Is Necessary 
Rosenfeld differed with James' 


contention that the present system 
should not be tampered with dur- 
ing the war emergency. The Phila- 
delphian said war conditions made 
the change more necessary.

Smoking Bad For 
Expectant Mothers; 
Sudden Halt Harmful 


Mernpliis, Tcnn.. Feb. 13 (AP)—A 


sudden holt In smoking may in some 
cases be more harmful to expectant 
mothers than the habit Itself, a 
prominent obstetrician reported to- 
day. 


Although heavy smoking during 


pregnancy is "always harmful," Dr. 
Howard F. Karte of George Wash- 
ington university said in an address 
prepared for the midsouth post 
graduate medical assembly, "it is 
debatable as to which is more harm- 
ful, the use of tobacco or the nervous 
reaction incident to stopping its 
use." 


Dr. Kane said smoking by women 


has become so prevalent during: the 
past ten years that 80 of every 100 
expectant mothers must be advised 
of its effects. 


These effects are an increase in 


the fatal heart rate and excretion 
of nicotine in breast milk, he said. 


But, he added,,investigations have 


indicated six cigarettes a day are 
harmless, while twenty or more are 
"always harmful," and between the 
two figures "the likelihood of harm 
varies with the individual." 


Theoretically, alcohol should be 


forbidden absoluU'ly to expectant 
mothers, he said, but actually "no 
harm seems to follow on occasional 
cocktail or glaas of wine." Afore 
than two drinks on any one occasion, 
honevcr. should not be allowed, he 
iaid. 


Advising women in early stages of 


pregnancy, Dr. Kane said they 
should eat something "every two 
hours by the clock." 


They should learn "the sick stom- 


ach is the empty stomach." 


The amount of food to be taken 


every two hours need be no more 
than two or three bites, lie added, 
and it matters little what it is.

Smoking Bad For 
Expectant Mothers; 
Sudden Halt Harmful 


Memphis, Term , Feb. 13 (A P )—A 
sudden halt in smoking may in some 
cases be more harm ful Lo expectant 
mothers than tile habit itself, a 
prominent obstetrician reported to­ 
day. 
Although heavy sm oking during 
pregnancy is “alw'ays harm ful,” Dr. 
Howard F. Kane of George W ash­ 
ington university said in an address 
prepared 
for 
the 
m idsouth 
post 
graduate medical assem bly, “it Ls 
debatable as to which is m ore harm ­ 
ful, the use of tobacco or the nervous 
reaction incident 
to stopping its 
use.” 
Dr, Kane said sm oking by women 
has become so prevalent during the 
past ten years that 80 of every IOO 
expectant mothers m ust be advised 
of its effects. 
These effects are an increase in 
the fatal heart rate and excretion 
of nicotine in breast milk, he said. 
But, he added, investigations have 
indicated six cigarettes a day are 
harmless, while twenty or m ore are 
‘•always harmful.” and between the 
two ligures “the likelihood of harm 
varies with the individual.’’

mothers, lie said, but actually “no 
I harm seems to follow an occasional 
cocktail or glass of wine.”
